Washington, April 30.— B y the de­ 
cisive vote of 33 to 29. and in the 
midst of intense excitement, the ad­ 
ministration Republicans defeated the 
Cummins substitute for the Crawford- 
Elkins traffic agreement provision of 
the railroad bill. 
This question had 
practically monopolized the attention 
of the senate for the past week and 
was regarded as one of the most im­ 
portant subdivisions of the pending 
bilh 
The vote is generally accepted 
as a test of the strength of the con­ 
tending sides respectively and it is 
believed that it presages the passage 
of the bill by a safe majority. 
The vote was not a large one and 
represented only little more than two- 
thirds of the senate membership. 
Of 
the total membership of 
ninety-two 
there were twenty-eight senators who 
did not vote and of these four were ! 
absent without being paired, and all 
of these were Democrats. 
They were

A ll of the Democrats present cast | 
their votes in favor of the Cummins , 
provision, so that if the Democrat ic !

Afterward he and his party 
w ill visit Delft, where is situated the 
palace in which W illiam of Orange 
was assassinated, but now being used 
as a museum, and various other inter­ 
esting places. 
Altogether Colonel Roosevelt's visit 
to the land of his forefathers was a 
notable one. 
From the time that his 
train reached Roosendal, on the fron­ 
tier, until he retired here the cordial­ 
ity of the people toward him was re­ 
markable.

cheered him, and at Hetloo Queen 
W ilhelm ina and 
the prince consort 
and high personages in the realm wel­ 
comed 
him.

The editor of the Amsterdam Han- 
delsblad, upon Colonel Roosevelt’s ac­

by telephone, 
arranged a 
public meeting in the Free church of 
W eteringhaus, and Colonel Roosevelt 
spoke from the pulpit to about 800 
persons.

Kansas City, April 30.— Dr. Frank L. 
H all was an expert witness in the 
Hyde murder trial. 
H e assisted Dr. 
Ludwig Hekteon of Chicago in making 
the autopsy on Colonel Thomas ll 
Swope’s body on Jan . l l , and later 
conducted an investigation to deter­ 
mine. if possible, the source of the ty­ 
phoid epidemic in the Swope resi­ 
dence. 
Practically all of the examina­ 
tion of the pathologist dealt with the 
condition of Colonel Swope's vital or­ 
gans at th** time of the post mortem 
On direct examination Dr. Hall said 
there was nothing aboil* the organs 
which he believed would have account­ 
ed for a death from natural causes. 
"D o you think Colonel Swope died 
of apoplexy?” State’s Attorney Atwood 
asked. 
" I do not," the pathologist replied. 
Prompted by Dr. Hyde and bringing 
into use scores of medical terms, A t­ 
torney Frank P. W alsh cross-exam­ 
ined the witness. 
He developed that: 
Neither of Colonel Swope’s kidneys 
were normal. 
One had a tumor two 
inches in length upon I*; both were 
congested, atrophied and granular. 
If Colonel Swope had died of urae­ 
mic poisoning there would have been 
convulsions, and it would have been 
impossible to have located the poison. 
The symptoms of uraemic poisoning 
closely 
resemble 
those 
of 
cyanide 
poisoning. 
There was a tumorous growth in the 
intestines of Colonel Swope. 
Colonel Swope's aorta was hardened 
from the arch to below the diaphram. 
In closing his cross-examination Mr. 
W alsh asked Dr. H all if he did not 
tell him a few weeks ago that if he 
had been called upon to give a death 
certificate in Colonel Swope’s case he 
would have ascribed 
the cause as 
senile disability. 
“ I did,” the witness answered. 
After presenting a long hypothetical 
question, in which the symptoms of 
Colonel Swope were fully described, 
Mr. Atwood asked: 
"Now , in such a case what would 
you say?” 
"I should say the patient had been 
poisoned,” Dr. Hall replied.

Rivaling in scenic environment and 
excellence the finest roadways of E u­ 
rope. the Great Apple Way, connect­ 
ing the cities of Spokane, Wash., and 
Coeur d'Alene, Ida., is now assured, 
and work will begin within a few 
days.

Bisecting one of the most fertile ir­ 
rigated fruit districts In the Inland 
empire for thirty-one miles, the road­ 
way, sixty feet in width, will be built 
of macadam, with an asphaltum bind­ 
er.

J Funds for the building of the road 
[will be obtained through an assess- 
f ment district, acting in much the same 
manner as a city Improvement levy. 
Members of the legislatures of W ash­ 
ington and Idaho as well as the road 
supervisors of the several townships 
Through which the road runs have al­ 
ready declared themselves In favor of 
the road and will become actively en­ 
gaged in the promotion of the enter* 
prise. The cost is estimated at $10,000 
a mile. 
Contracts have been signed by the 
officers of the Spokane Canal company 
to furnish w ater necessary for the lr* 
ligation of the trees for a period of 
Ave years without cost to the county 
or state, and each property holder 
along the right of way is a self ap­ 
pointed custodian, caring for the trees 
and also assisting in the maintenance 
of Hie roadway until such time as it is 
taken over by the state.

The route of the proposed highway 
follows the Trent road from Spokane 
through Trent, Otis Orchards, East 
Farms, Post Falls and on to Coeur 
d ’Alene, passing through one of the 
most picturesque valleys in the world. 
It will connect Spokane with the sum­ 
mer resort on Lake Coeur d'Alene, and 
when completed it will he tile finest 
pleasure drive in the United States. 
Governor Brady of Idaho and Gov­ 
ernor Hay of Washington have ex­ 
pressed earnest interest in the plan 
and are pledged to use their personal 
and official influence in the promotion 
and maintenance of the novel high­ 
way. 
The commercial bodies of the 
two terminal cities and in the inter­ 
mediate towns have indorsed the prop­ 
osition and offered every assistance in 
both moral and financial support of 
the project. 
Governor Hay said: "I 
believe this is one of the greatest 
plans now on foot in the state of 
Washington or in the whole world. 
You have my unqualified indorsement, 
and if I fan be of any service you 
have but to ask it. 
I am satisfied that 
the great highway as outlined will be 
one of the show places of the United 
States in a few years and shall do 
all in my power to assist in its pro­ 
motion.”

Heller had not had his hands full with 
the giraffes I might have shot the bull 
rhino, but his horn and bulk of body, 
though fair, were not remarkable, and 
I did not molest him.

The Pennsylvania railroad opened to 
public inspection for the first time the 
! other day 1G.5 miles of the most ex­ 
pensive construction 
work, foot for 
foot, ever attem pted—namely, the tun 
nel and terminal improvement from 
Harrison, N. J., to Sunnyside, N. Y. 
The average cost of a mile of steam 
railroad Is about $25.(mx>; the cost per 
mile of the tunnel and terminal im­ 
provement has been more than $9,000. 
OOO. 
The **ompaify bas thus far ex 
pended $102,000,000 and will expend 
$100,CKX),OOO before the improvement 
is completed. 
Train service is due to 
begin late iii June or early in .I ti I \ 
with an initial card of 1.000 trains 
daily. 
The 
boroughs 
of 
Brooklyn 
and 
Queens, with a population of 1.500.000. 
will then have direct connection by 
rail for the first time with the south 
nml west. Eventually, by the construc­ 
tion of tho New York connecting line, 
which at tho cost of $12,000,000 addi­ 
tional will bridge the East river at 
Hell Gate, linking the Pennsylvania 
system with the New York, New H a­ 
ven and Hartford system, it will be 
possible to travel all rail from any 
point in the west and south to any 
point in New England. 


T ra in s Run In a Slot. 
The tunnel division is electrically op 
orated, and the third rail carrying the 
current is the heaviest ever rolled, 150 
pounds to the yard. The cars are built 
of steel. 
The tunnel itself Is of con 
crete. 
The trains run in a 6lot, as it 
were, between solid concrete benches, 
and in event of a collision or a derail­ 
ment the cars could not burn, and the 
train could neither ram tho walls of 
the tunnel nor upset becauso of the 
benches at either side. 
The new Pennsylvania terminal In 
New York city is the largest in the 
world and oue of the handsomest ever 
constructed. 
Including the subsurface 
yards, It has an area of twenty-eight 
acres, a trackage of twenty-one miles, 
and the passenger platforms alone are 
21.500 feet, or nearly four miles long. 
The tracks are forty feet below the 
street surface, and the station Is divid­ 
ed into three levels. 
The Seventh ave­ 


nue entrance, for foot passengers only, 
leads to the main waiting room through 
! an arcade 225 feet long by 45 feet 
wide, which will be Hanked ou both 
sides by shops uud booths. At the tar- 
I tiler end of the arcade nre the restau­ 
rant, lunch rooms aud cafe, and beyond 
| are the general waiting room and con­ 
course. 
On the first level below the street is 
the station proper, whose genera? wait­ 
ing room is said to be the largest in 
the world. 
It is 277 by 103 feet. 
Ad­ 
joining this on the west are two sub­ 
sidiary waiting rooms 58 by IOO feet 
for men and women, provided with 
seats and opening into retiring rooms. 
On the same level with the general 
waiting room is the main baggage 
room with 450 feet of frontage. 
Bag­ 
gage is delivered and taken away 
through a special subway. 
From the 
baggage room trunks are delivered to 
the tracks below by motor trucks and 
elevators. 
Motor cabs nre to be sta­ 
tioned on this level. 
The concourse, 
200 feet wide, extends the entire width 
of tile station and under the adjoining 
streets. 
This concourse is tho vestibule to 
the tracks. 
Stairs descend from it to 
each of tho train platforms on the 
track level, and from that level this 
part of the station is open to the roof, 
forming a courtyard 340 feet by 210 
feet, roofed by Irou and glass. 
In ad­ 
dition to the entrances to the con­ 
course from the waiting room there 
are also direct approaches from Thir­ 
ty-first and T hirty-third streets. 
Auxillary to the 
main concourse. 
which Is for departing passengers only. 
and located between it nml the tracks 
Is a subconcourse sixty feet wide, a 
sort of mezzanine platform, which will 
be used for exit purposes only. 
This 
exit concourse is eighteen feet above 
tho tracks, but Is connected with the 
track level by two stairways and oue 
elevator from each platform. 
From it 
staircases and inclines lend directly to 
tho street. 


Unique A m on g R a ilw a y Stations. 
Tho northern side of the station ex­ 
tending along Thirty-third street is for 
the use of the Long Island railroad, 
and separate entrances and exits are 
provided so that the Long Island tra f­ 
fic can be handled independently. 
The stonework of the station in­ 
closes eight acres of ground. 
A total 
r f 550,000 cubic feet of granite have 
been utilized In tile construction and 
ornamentation of the building, besides 
27,000 tons of steel and many bricks. 
The station was designed to give the 
greatest number of lines of circula­ 
tion. 
The structure Is really a monu­ 
mental bridge over the tracks with en­ 
trances to the streets on the main axes 
and on all four sides 
In this respect 
the building is unique among the rail­ 
way stations of the world, affording 
the maximum of entrance and exit 
facilities.

W ilhelm Voight, alias “C aptain Koe- 
penick," tile cobbler who m ade all G er­ 
m any laugh by m asquerading aa an 
arm y officer, arresting the m ayor of a 


m . ill tow n aud raiding the municipal 
■J *•: cry. arrived In New York recently 
t ; way of Canada and Is now retelling 
t . G erm ans the story of th e adventure 
wk: Ii m ade him famous. 
Voight went to N ew York on a visit 
and incidentally, as w as m ade a p p a r­ 
ent the other night, to m ake money by 
selling photographs of him self In the 
uniform of an cfh (Cr of the k a is e rs 
regiment of guards, the dress he adopt­ 
ed 
when 
"com m anding the 
kaiser’s 
troops." 
To the clink of glasses in the Cafe 
B ism arck Voight spoke of his trip from 
C anada. He is a rath er tall, well built, 
elderly man. w ith a fringe of gray hair 
and blue eyes, the tw inkle of which 
tells that he Is not w ithout a keen 
sense of humor. 
In Ills adventure w hich landed him 
in a G erm an prison he sees no wrong 
and declares th a t he neither expected 
to benefit from the money obtained in 
the raid on the tre asu ry nor be lifted 
from tin* obscurity of the cobbler's 
bench. 
His act, he said, w as a protest 
against the schem e of society which 
made the follies of the rich the crim es 
of the poor. 


App recia ted th e Joke. 
Twice, he said, he lost his position 
through 
intoxication, 
and 
then 
the 
schem e daw ned upon him of im per­ 
sonating an officer of tho kaiser’s regi­ 
ment. 
Voight w as a cobbler near Ber­ 
lin. 
On Oct. IT. 1900, he obtained a 
uniform of a captain of the F irst reg­ 
iment o f guards, stationed in Berlin. 
to the m ilitary station at 
• and ordered a com pany of 
accom pany him to Koepo- 
marchod his little company 
to the city hall, explained to the mayor 
he w as sorry, but m ust tak e charge 
of his person and th e city funds. 
H e arrested the m ayor an d appropri­ 
ated the $1,230 in the city treasury, 
following the action by discharging ills 
soldiers aud m aking his escape. 
W hen 
eventually he was arrested he was 
tried and sentenced to a term of im ­ 
prisonm ent, from w hich he w as re­ 
leased over a year ago. 
The G erm an 
people then began to appreciate the 
joke on th e p redom inant military spirit 
in G erm any, and w hen they laughed 
th e world laughed w ith them. 
“ I got here on M arch IT. landing at 
H alifax ,” said Captain Voight. 
"I vis­ 
ited Detroit and Chicago. 
I come here 
simply as a visitor and expect to re­ 
main six weeks. 
I have a brother-in- 
law In Dallas. Tex., but I do not be­ 
lieve I will be able to see him. 
I w a n t­ 
ed to see the United States. 
I do not 
believe the sensible and the hum or­ 
ously inclined will object to my visit.” 
Voight spoke through an interpreter, 
sitting in the dining room of the cafe, 
livery one seemed to know him, and 
frequently he had to stop and bow 
to new arrivals. 
“ At the time I became ‘captain of 
Koepenick’ it was not for the money, 
but I w anted to show the absurdity of 
the system. 
Twice I w as throw n out 
of 
em ploym ent 
because 
I 
became 
drunk, and I said I will im itate those 
in a higher sphere. 
I felt I w as an 
abused 
man aud w anted to 
protest 
and 
get 
even. 
I 
w as 
practically 
brought 
up near a barracks, 
and 
I 
knew the drill, though I had never 
served in the arm y. 
The military was 
the authority, and w h a t more natural 
than th at I should seek to ape it? 
I had no idea th at my act would be 
a sensation or that it would raise 
from the cobbler's bench.” 


W h a t th e Ka is er Said to Him. 
Voight said th a t he liked what 
had seen of America, and when asked 
w heth er he did not think the im m igra­ 
tion officials would consider him an 
undesirable allen because he had been 
convicted and sentenced to serve a 
term iii prison lie said. “ I do not see 
why any one should object to me." 
Voight was asked w hether 
he had 
ever had an interview with the kaiser 
since Ids world fam ous adventure. 
Ile 
laughed and said 
it 
was a 
secret. 
Finally after some rapid tire talk with 
the Interpreter his rem ark was tra n s­ 
lated like 'his; 
"Yes. I saw tile kaiser. 
He said to 
me, ’Can you keep m um ?’ and I said. 
•I can. 
‘So can J,' replied the kaiser." 
T h a t was all he would tell of the in 
terview. 
D uring tho evening an aid circulate! 
through the cafe spuing postal cards 
representing Voight lit civilian clothes 
and as the captain of Koepenlck.

By .the middle of February Lloyd 
and his party reached a height of 12,-
